We believe there is a great deal of 
harm done by the publishing of ar- 
ticles such as that to which we refer, 
They serve no useful purpose but 


two-fold object. Revenue has to be 
raised for the Government of the coun- 
try and tariffs supply that need in 
part, but the main object of tariffs is 
to compel the citizens of this Domin- 
jon to keep their money in thelr home 
towns or in other words the Dominion 
they live in and whose prosperity 
they share. If Canada were a com- 
pletely free trade country and every 
merchant were free to adopt the 
policy of buying in the cheapest mar- 
ket, Canadian industry would be sev- 
erely injured and additional monies 
would pass out of the country for for 
elgn goods because they were cheaper, 
which new are used to employ Cana- 
dian labour. In other words, the main 
justification of tariffs is keeping the 
money at home. This may be the 
right policy for a great Dominion 
which is a continent in itself, but ac- 
cording to our friends the United 
Farmers it is mighty poor policy in 
any individual district. 

Why have the United States, the 
most prosperous country in the 
world to-day, surrounded themselves 
with a scientific and ever-rising ring 
of tariff barriers. They may be right 
or they may be wrong, but one thing 
is sure, their object is less the raising 
of money than the protection of their 
industries and the keeping of the 
consumer’s dollars within their own 
borders—using that money for the 
employment of their own citizens ra- 
ther than the citizenu of other coun- 
tries, In other words, their policy is 
to keep their money in their own

“te a few weeka’ time the famous 
Antarctle ship, Ahe Discovery, in 
which Captain Scott made his first 
voyage to the Great White South, will 
be setting out upon the first stage of 
another adventurous journey. 

From September, when the Discov-

‘Mayen has been officially incorporated 
in the Norwegian state. At the same 
time the director of metorological sta- 
tion there was given full police au- 
‘thority over the place. : 

The annexation of this land, th 
Forelzn Affairs Department an- 
nounces, is the natural consequence of 
the foundation of a weather forecast- 
ing station in Jan Mayen by the Nor- 
weglan Meteorological Institute in 
connection with the occupation of the 
island in 1922 and 1926. 

In the summer of 1921 a wireless 
station was built and on September 
ist the same year the firet wireless 
connection between Norway and Ja 
Mayen was obtained. '

house for another baker. ‘ 

Mr. Perceval la a dignified, soft 
spoken, “bearded man. “Aged 66, he 
has unusual bearing and personality. 

As he talked about his claim he 
showed a silver snufPbox,. embossed 
with the Egmont crest and polished 
by age, which he sald had been the 
property of his father. 

His claim to the earldom, he ex 
plained, had been brought forward by 
his son, Afiguatus Perceval, who alae 
lives at Hornsey and Who works in tha 
City of London. 

„The claim is held up by the Jack ol 
one document—my birth certificate,” 
anid Mr. Perceval. “The matter haa 
heen under discussion for some years, 
and in 1907 a firm of solicitors had 
it in hand. Among the documents 
they, had was my baptismal certificate, 
granted at Trinity Church, Bowen, 
Queensland, when I was four yeara of 
age, 

“Tha members of the firm left Eng 
land and the document was lost. Out 
present solicitors, however, have 
agents in Australia who are making 
inquiries, : 

“fam a son of Augustus John Pot 
ceyal, a son ot a brother of the 6th 
earl, 

“My father was the heir-presump 
tive, hut he died in 1896, a year he 
fore the death of the 7th earl.

Some years ago, IA d a young atal- 


lion named “Mischief.” He surprised 
me one day by displaying reasoning 
powers he was not supposed to pos 
sows. On that particular day jike 
many other days, I drove up to the 
village to get the mail, On such oc 
easions Mischler. always waited pa- 
tlently for a reasonable length of time 
after which he would commence paw- 
ing the ground. He had been pawing 
that day for some time when I untied 
him, jumped into the two-wheeled 
cart, avd then went flying down the 
road to the ranch. 

It was always necessary to stop at, 
a Fate, which was made out of stall 
poles mortised into two heavier poles, 
on eat each end.
